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Fa HE frequent return of funeral ſermons for 
Chriſt's miniſters, for ſome time paſt, may 
juſtly fill our minds with mournful reflections. 


This aw ful providence, and this ſolemn paſ- 
ſage, afford us a proper view of the brevity and 
vanity of the life of man ; here is another inſtance 
of our mortality ; yea, the bleſſed Apoſtle muſt 
not be exempted : his adverſaries bound them- 
ſelves by an oath that he ſhould die, but they 
were miſtaken ; till his work was finiſhed he was 
immortal; and when the time arrived, appoint- 
ed by his Lord to remove him hence, the wiſhes 
the endeavours---the tears--=and the prayers 
of his friends were of no avail, 


How 
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| How ſhall we look at this paſſage? Are not 
the following conſiderations propoſed to us ? 


1. That it its neceſſary, according to Jehovah's 
purpoſe, that miniſters and others be removed 


by death. 


2. That Chriſt Jeſus, as the great Lord of the 
vineyard, calls his ſervants home when, and how 
he pleaſeth, 


3. Give ſome account of your deceaſed Paſ- 
tor, as a miniſter and a chriſtian. He 


Laſtly, Endeavour, by the ſpirit's aid, to ad- 
dreſs his relatives.---his Church --and this ſur- 
rounding throng---and may the Holy Ghoſt, 
while I am ſpeaking, glorify JESUS in reveal- 
ing his love and grace to the waiting hearts of his 
people; thew us the peace, joy, and comfort of 
believers; and the woe, miſery, and wretched- 
nels of in;penitent ſinners. 


1. I ſhall attempt to prove that it is neceſſary, 
according to Jehovah's purpoſe, that Miniſters 
and others, mult be removed by death : bleſſed 
Paul preached the kingdom of grace, prepara- 
tory tg, the kingdom of glory, yet he muſt depart, 
it muſt beſo; it is true, the ſting of death is 
removed, but the ſtroke of death is not, Eccle/iaſtes, 
ix. 5. The living know that they ſhall die,” 
they feel themſelves continually declining, © my 
fleſh, and my beart faileth, ſaid an eminent ſer- 
vant of Chriſt; look at Zechariah, i. 5. our 
fathers! where are they ?” once in our houſes, 

| in 


„ 
in our churches, in our ſtreets, and in our fami- 
lies; but they are gone. Muſt we not ſubſcribe 
to Job's declaration, chapter xxx. 23, ** for I 
know that thou wilt bring me to death, and to 
the houſe appointed for all living :” to us a very 
diſagreeable houſe indeed---a narrow houſe--- 
a cold houſe---a dark houſe---an unfurniſhed 
houſe : this, my brethren, is a' man's proper 
home-—a long home---your home, and my 
home. Let us, for a moment, meditate on Ecele- 
ſiaſtes viii. 8. there is no man that hath power 
over the ſpirit, to retain the ſpirit ; neither hath 
he power in the day of death: and there is no 
diſcharge in that war, If war breaks out between 
contending nations, it often falls out, that old 
age will exempt a ſubje& from the navy, and 
the army---ſomtimes filling a place of truſt, or 
a ſacred office; ſometimes, poſſeſſing a title of 
dignity : a difference is alſo made between male 
and female in war; ſometimes money will ex- 
onerate a man, and at other times a ſubſtitute ; 
but all theſe are very improper, and inſufficient 
propoſals to make to death. Heaven's ſtatute is, 
it is appointed to all men once to die.“ I now 
go on to the ſecond conſideration. 


Namely, That the Lord calls home his ſer- 
vants when and how he pleaſeth : die they muſt, 
as well as others. When St. Paul is deſcribing 
| God's ſervants, under the old teſtament, he fays; 

in Hebrews vii. 23, they were not ſuffered to 
continue by reaſon of death,” and they, even un- 
der that diſpenſation, were preachers of Chriſt, 
and as much united to him, as any can be in 
our day ; for the 4th chapter of Hebrews verſe 2, 
declares, ** the goſpel was preached tg them as 

HE, EO 
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well as to us.” Chriſt was preached in the paſchal 
lamb—in the ſcape goat—in the manna—in the 
water flowing from the rock—in the ſhew bread 
---in the pillar of a cloud and fire---1n the cities 
of refuge, and in the brazen ſerpent : yea, I am 
free to declare, that I ſee no cauſe, when I take 
a text, or uſe quotations, why I have not as great 
authority to ſay, the firſt book of ſaint Moſes, 
as to ſay the firſt Epiſtle of ſaint Paul---the 
firſt book of ſaint Samuel, as to ſay the firſt 
Epiſtle of faint John? yet, though they were 
thus honored, they muſt depart, and fo muſt 
his ſervants, under the goſpel diſpenſation. The 
author of my text told the Epheſian converts, 
that he was fully perſuaded he ſhould ſhortly 
finiſh his courſe---finiſh it with blood, and finiſh 
it with joy. 


Yes, firs, the great Shepherd is continually re- 
moving one, and railing up another; yet this is 
our ſupport, that inſtruments ſhall not be wanted 


to gather in his glorious harveſt. No doubt, 


when Moſes was called home, the ſouls of God's 


congregation were diſtreſſed, till they ſaw Joſhua 


as their head and leader. No doubt, when Eljah 
was called hence, but the young prophets were 
diſmayed, and God's people trembled for the 
ark.} See in the 2d book of Kings, 2d chapter, 
Elijah makes his will, and leaves Eliſha his ex- 
ecutor, not as beſtowing a grant, but as praying 


for a bleſſing, and this was better to Eliſha than 


an emperor's bequeathing 30,000l. per annum to 
him. When Stephen was ſtoned, the hearts of 
Chriſt's flock were ſufficiently caſt down, but 
God's ſecret will was to raiſe up a young perſe- 


cutor in his ſtead, and the ſame lips that ſhout- 


ed

ed to ſee Stephen butchered, were inſtantly open- 


ed to preach the ſame golpel, for the ſake of 


which Stephen had juſt endured the malice of hell 
in all its fury 


O ye mourners in Zion, at the loſs of our 
Chriſt exalting Langly! conſider, though your mi- 
niſter is no more, yet there is the ſame all-full- 
neſs dwelling in Chriſt as ever, and he can and 
will prepare, and qualify another to ſtand in his 


ſtead, who ſhall have your eternal welfare at 
heart. 


Some preſent are ready to ſay, Yes, fir, we 
well knew, when he preached to us the word of 
life, that death would at laſt ſeparate us---but 
---but what---O ! the manner in which he was 
ſeparated from us---he is gone,---and ſo ſud- 
denly ſnatched way---well, it is ſo; but let me 
alk you, Are you wiſhing that he had languiſhed 
on a bed of ſickneſs for weeks and months, full of 
agony, and perhaps bereft of his reaſon? Did not 
his deareſt Lord grant him his requeſt? he wiſhed 
to die ſuddenly; he wiſhed to die alone. O 
ſuffer me to remind you of ſeveral eminent ſer- 
vants of God under ſimilar circumſtances ; ſee 
Numbers xx. 25, 26, 27. this was God's com- 
mand, and he ſubmitted to the ſame contentedly, 
and died inſtantly, ſee Deuteronomy xxxii. 48, 

49, 50, © And the Lord ſpake unto Moles that 
ſelf-lame day, ſaying, Get thee up into this moun- 
tain, Abaarim, unto mount Nebo, which is in 
the land of Moab, that is over againſt Jericho; 
and behold the land of Canaan, which I give 
unto the children of Iſrael] for a poſſeſſion, and 
die in the mount, whither thou goeſt up, and bo 


gathered

gathered to thy people.” He had done his work, 


and muſt not live an hour longer. But above all, 
notice the purpoſe of Jehovah, Job vii. 1. © Is 
there not an appointed time to man upon earth?“ 
Yes there is, all diſeaſes and diſorders are his 
ſervants ; heis infallible, and his decrees un- 
alterable. 


I ſhall not violate the laws of truth, if I add 
ſome inſtances which have taken place among 
ourlelves. 


Without vanity or falſhood, ſhall I glance at 


the character of the late Rev. George Whitfield, 

of bleſſed memory; his name is not recorded in 
the offices of heraldry here, but it is in the manſi- 
ons of glory. He was one of the foremoſt in the 
heavenly race---how did that ineſtimable miniſter 
preach ?---an efficacious goſpel to the ſouls of 
thouſands, How did he live? through un- 
meaſurable grace; his chief ſolicitude was to en- 


Joy intercourſe with Jeſus, and be a living ſacri- 


fice to his honour. How did he die? the morn- 
ing he expired, it was his intention to preach, 

but his Lord was pleaſed to countermand his de- 
ſign, the violence of an aſthmatic complaint com- 
pelled him to fly to a window for breath; pre- 
ſently after, he had a banquet in his foul, as a 
foretaſte of eternal reſt, and then relinquiſhed his 


clay, paſling from an inferior ſtate to the paradiſe 
of God. 


How perfectly well ſuited to "a part of our 
ſub) ect, is the character and death of another in- 
defrigable labourer: words cannot deſcribe his 
worth---what geal---what courage What ſims 


- plicity 
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licity- -I will kegp you no longer in ſuſpence; I 
allude to the late Rev. Dr. Conyers, rector of St. 
Paul's, Deptford: with clear apprehenſions of 
Immanuel's righteouſneſs; with bright views 
of our ſurety's ſatisfactory attonement---with a 
happy experience of a Saviour's unſearchable 
riches, prepared and determined to ſuffer and en- 
dure reproach and afflictions, he went forth pub- 
liſhing liberty to ſouls in bondage, and comfort 
to ſouls in ſadneſs---his words did good like a 
medicine his flock had a goſpel feaſt through- 
out the year, and fondly imagined their moun- 
tain ſtood ſo ſtrong, that it could not be moved ; 
but they were miſtaken, the laſt Sunday he dwelt 
below, a particular ſeriouſneſs and affection was 
eaſily diſcovered by his family---in the r he 
found himſelf dying with the yoke about his 
neck. JESUS was his ſun-—his ſhield- and 
the ſtrength of his heart. Death drew on apace, 
but he was found in Chriſt; he was one with 
Jeſus ; he felt perfect peace; he obtained perfect 
deliverance, and winged his way to the ſpirits of 
juſt men made perfect. 


But it is high time we ſhould conſider the 
character of that dear man, as a miniſter, and as 
a chriſtian, whoſe profitable labours, you are by 
death deprived of. I knew him before moſt pre- 
fent, his relations excepted ; and here is the moſt 
proper place, to view the purpoſe of Jehovah, 
concerning his ſervant. It was with him as 
with doctor Martin Luther; his parents trained 
him up for another purpoſe, than that of a preacher 
of Jeſus; fo our deceaſed friend was deſigned for 
the ſtudy of phyſic; but ſoon after he was 
brought, through grace, under experimental im- 
preſſions

preſſions by God the Holy Ghgſt; it was evident 
his God had deſigned him fôf a ſteward of his 
manifold gifts. Seventeen years ago, in con- 
juction with others, I ſet him apart by ordina- 
tion for a diſſenting congregation, in Hertford- 
ſhire, where his labours, as well as in the con- 
nection of the Counteſs of Huntingdon, proved 
him, though very young, a workman without 
ſhame; and when he was guided by the cloudy 
pillar, to this neighbuurhooud, he had many ſeals 
to his miniſtry; his excurſions to Ireland have 
oft refreſh:d the fouls of Immanuel's followers 
in that kingdom. I am aware, that his ſettling 
here has been conſidered by ſome, as the moſt 
unadviſable ſtep he could take; but you well 
remember the various applications---the denials 
he gave to thoſe applications; your repeated and 
renewed invitations, and his repeated refuſals; 
till at length, after much deliberation, and 
aſking counſel of God, he conſented ; and then, 
with what prudence and caution did he manifeſt 
his earneſt wiſh to avoid offence: and when 
ſome eſteemed preachers have been aſked to hold 
up his hands, their anſwer has been no- -ſtill 
how tenderly has he ſpoken of their characters, 
knowing his witneſs was in heaven, and his re- 
cords on high! yea, I will add, when we extend 
our views to the full deſcription of a goſpel mi-

He was a man of great faithſulneſs and inte- 
grity; and could ſay, as in Acts xx. 20, I kept 
back nothing that was profitable unto you.” I 
know the preaching he delivered here and elſe- 
where, cauled him to loſe the good will, and 


be

be loaded with the ill will of many half-hearted 
Calviniſts, and I have ſeen a little of this my- 
ſelf. Some years ago, I was invited to take the 
charge of a congregation in the country; there 
were four deacons, one an Arian, another a So- 
cinian, another an Arminian, and one ſound in 
the faith. The Arian and Socinian ſoon turned their 
backs upon me; the Arminian walked out upon 
hearing of Jeſus' imputed righteouſneſs, and his 
people's perſeverance; and the other continued 
with delight, till the Sermon was concluded : 
thus your miniſter ated, he delivered among 
you the pure goſpel, without man's inventions. 


As he preached with faithfulneſs and inte- 
grity, ſo alſo with great ſteadineſs. What ſaid 
Jeſus in Luke vii. 24, And when the meſ⸗ 
ſengers of John were departed, he began to 
ſpeak unto the people concerning John. What 
went ye out into the wilderneſs for to ſee! A reed 
ſhaken with the wind?“ Some are ſo fickle, that 
they are properly ſo called; but was Mr. Langly 
a time ſerver? no, he was not. Did he bend 
like a reed to the Arian? no. Did he bend ta 
the Sabellian? no. Did he to the free-willer ? 
Did he to the moderationiſt? no. Did he plead 
for grace and works ? no. Did he ſupport grace 
and fin? no, he did not: he was more like a 
rock than a reed. 


He preached with faithfulneſs---he preached 
with ſtedfaſtneſs---and did he not preach with 
tenderneſs and affection ? he rightly knew Iſai- 
ah, xl. 1. Comfort ye; comfort ve, my people, 
| faith your God.” In meekneſs he inſtructed thoſe 

that oppoſe themſelves; he knew how to ſpeak 
In 
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in ſeaſon to weary ſouls, and moſt of his ſermons 
to afflicted minds were like apples of gold in 
pictures of ſilver. Follow him to the ſick cham- 
ber, and ſee him treading in the ſteps of the good 
Samaritan ; hear what he ſays to the poor---the 
pained---the diſtrefſed---and the tempted. What 
an aptneſs he poſſeſſed, when addreſſing an Iſrae- 
lite in the ſhadow of death, treading the verge 


of Jordan, and he not only ſaid but did: I have 


had opportunities of being with him at theſe ſea- 
ſons-=-adminiſtering medicines to ſuch as could 
not purchaſe them, and liberally relieving their 
preſſing neceſſities. I have been eye witneſs to 
five ſhillings, half-a-guinea; yea, I have ſeen 
two guineas left, where the neceſſity was great in- 
deed, taking care to ſay, let it not be known 
from whence this comes.“ | 


So alſo did he labour with great ſucceſs: to 
fome preſent, God made him a ſpiritual father. 
I have converſed with many in the country, 
who date their converſion under God to his in- 
ſtrumentality. Laſt Sunday evening a young 
man addreſſed me, in the veſtry of Orange«ſtreet 


_ chapel, thus :---Sir, was you this evening allud- 


ing to the Rev. John Henry Langly ? I replied 
in the affirmative. O fir, added the perſon, 
my lifters with myſelf, at Lewis, in Suſſex, were 
brought to know God and ourſelves, through 
that bleſſed ſervant of Jeſus Chriſt. | 


In all theſe inſtances, he was a choſen richly 
furniſhed veſſel, and how far Divine Providence 
directed him to this place, ye are the. beſt judges. 
You well know your late Paſtor is embalmed, 
not with. odoriferous ſpices, but in the memo-

ries and breaſts of you his beloved flock:: me- 
thinks you are ready to ſay, let us go and die 
with him.” But O conſider, what by his death,

may appear in your eſtimation beyond all the con- 


temptible gratifications of earth. I perceive. the

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Gobt of God's herald, depoſited in this coffin, falls 


your faces with grief. Your countenances are 
the genuine interpreters of your ſouls diſtreſs. I 
ſee the ſprings of nature are already at work ; 
come, therefore, and let us put his .remains to 
reſt, and I may add, without preſumption or diſ- 


fimulation, in ſure and certain hope of a joyful 
reſurrection. | 


The time is too far advanced to expreſs my 
ſentiments ſo fully as I intended; but I muſt ſay, 
that ſome preſent are in a ſtate of infancy ; the 

youth of others appears like fair blofſoms in an 
early ſpring—ſome are arrived to the vivacity and 
vigour of manhood—and others are gtay headed, 


Waiting for the chilling finger of death. Know 


this, O ſurcounding multitude, that we are, every 
moment liable to the arreſts of that mighty con- 
queror, to whom prince and peaſant—majeſt 
and ſubject - parent and opting uot and fin- 
ner, are upon a level. Iſaiah ii. « Ceaſe ye 
from man, whoſe breath is in his noſtrils, for 
wherein is he to be accounted of.” We are not 
to ſtudy the bible as ſcholars, but as finners, and 
ſee that the darkeſt thades cannot be too dark for 
a deſcription of our ſpiritual ſtate. 


If any are * held faſt in ſins, fatal ſnares, 
and neither dread the ſword of juſtice, nor ad- 
mire the ſceptre of grace, ſuch I am certain, are 
ready to pronounce this as funeral enthuſiaſm, 
and call my exhortation a random bolt. What 
can ſuch think of the ſeſſions of Jehovah's judg- 
ment day, when the fearful indictment and im- 
| partial evidence mall cauſe the trembling priſo- 


ner 
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ner to view his days and years ſpent in fin and 
folly, with the wildeſt tumult and horrible con- 
fuſion. I tell you this night, we are weighed 
in the balance, and are found wanting,” and ut- 
terly undone without the God man's righteouſ- 
neſs: his righteouſneſs is the bread of life, and 
the marrow of the goſpel. ' Shall we plead our 
moral virtues ? no, we muſt not.

Ye ſurviving relatives of Jehovah's ſervant, 
how ſtand your hearts affected under this ſtroke ?
